400  Lafayette  College 
Alumni  Parade  In  City 
As  Eight  Bands  Play 

Thousands  Line  Route  Of  March  To  See  Annual 

Colorful  Spectacle;  Graduates  of  65 

Years  Ago  In  Line 


Nearly  400  Lafayette  College  alumni  marched  over  a 
nine-block  route  in  Easton  today  in  the  college's  colorful 
annual  Alumni  Day  parade. 

Oldest  alumni  in  the  parade  were 
two  members  of  the  Clas?  of  1883^ 
Judge  W.  E.  Hutchison,  of  Garden  | 
City,  Kansas,  and  J.  R.  Lerch,  of| 
Wayne,  who  viewed  the  parade  route 
nearly  70  years  ago  when  they 
started  attending  Lafayette.  They 
rode  in  an  automobile. 

Judge  Hutchison's  son.  Dr.  Ralph 
C.  Hutchison,  college  president,  was 
one  of  the  37  marchers  of  the  class 
of  1918. 

One  of  the  youngest  in  the  parade 
,was  three-year-old  Jeffery  Hilgert, 
of  Norwalk,  Conn,,  who  marched 
with  his  grandfather,  Orion  H. 
Reeves,  parade  marshal.

sociation, Capt.  Hiltabidle  has  been 
in  the  Navy  since  his  graduation 
and  received  an  honorary  degree 
from  the  college  in  1945. 

Thomas  P.  Steele.  '14.  of  Scran- 
ton,  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Alumni  Council  for  a  five-year  term. 

J.  Alfred  LeConey,  '23,  of  Plain- 
field,  N.  J.,  was  elected  an  alumni 
representative  on  the  college's  ath- 
letic committee.  LeConey  was  one 
of  the  greatest  track  stars  in  the 
history  of  the  college  and  holds  the 
college  record  in  the  100  and  220- 
yard  dashes.

'22.  headmaster  of  South  Kent 
School.  South  Kent.  Conn.,  as  alum- 
ni trustee  for  a  four-year  term. 

Stanton,  who  was  vice-president 
of  the  alumni  association  last  year, 
is  suburban  editor  of  The  Newark, 
N.  J..  News.  He  has  been  engaged

Driscoll  Urges

Bi-partisan  Plan 

Suggests     World    Policy    for 
U,  S.  in  Address  at 
.  Lafayette 

EASTON,  Pa.  im—X  bi-partisan 
approach  "is  the  democratic  answer 
to  the  artificial  unity  imposed  upon 
a  nation  by  a  totalitarian  govern 
ment,""  Governor  Driscoll  of  New 
Jersey  said  yesterday  at  Lafayette 
College's   commencement  exercises. 

Driscoll,  awarded  an  honorary 
degree  of  doctor  of  laws,  said:  "It 
is  high  time  that  the  politicians  of 
both  major  parties  realize  that  in  a 
world  of  positive  states,  sheer  com- 
petition makes  a  bi-partisan  ap- 
proach as  essential  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  our  foreign  policy  as  it  was 
in  the  prosecution  of  the  war." 

Driscoll  was  one  of  six  persons 
honored  with  .special  degrees.  He 
said  the  United  States  must  make 
democracy  work  at  home  if  it  hopes 
to  make  it  work  abroad. 

"Willingly  or  unwillingly,  we  are 
engaged  in  a  struggle  for  world 
leadership  with  Russia."  Driscoll 
added.  "Failure  to  follow  through 
on  our  European  Recovery  Plan 
commitments  will  be  reflection  of 
a   negative   government.

The  Story  of  Laurence  T.  Gieringer  and  his 
World's  Famous  "ROADSIDE  AMERICA" 

FORTy-FlVE  YEARS  IN  THE  MAKING 

Step  right  up  folks  and  meet  Laurence  T.  Gieringer  of  Reading, 
Pennsylvania.     Reading's  own  Johnathan  SwiFt 

Swift  as  you  may  recall,  created  in  his  famous  stories  about  the  travels 
of  Gulliver,  the  land  of  Lilliput  where  people,  trees,  animals,  and  plants 
were  only  a  fraction  as  large  as  human  beings  knew  them  to  be. 

Gieringer  has  created  and  fashioned  in  plaster,  tin,  wood,  and  miscella- 
neous odds  and  ends  that  which  is  known  today  as  "Roadside 
America." 

Roadside  America  has  taken  forty-five  years  of  arduous  work  on 
the  part  of  Gieringer  to  bring  it  to  its  perfection.  Back  of  the  idea  has 
been  the  desire  to  depict  accurately  the  customs  and  trends  of  archi- 
tecture of  the  early  settlers  that  have  influenced  the  design  and  construc- 
tion of  our  present  day  buildings. 

Each  sbucture  in  Roadside  America  is  so  strongly  built  that  it 
can  bear  the  weight  of  a  man,  yet  nothing  has  been  sacrificed  in  detail 
no  matter  how  minute.  None  of  the  buildings,  etc.,  have  been  made 
from  expensive  material  and  the  list  of  items  which  have  gone  to  make 
up  this  truly  marvelous  display  is  a  further  tribute  to  the  ingenuity  of  its 
builder.  Old  furniture,  cigar  and  cheese  boxes,  porch  screens,  old  wire, 
tin  cans,  picture  frames,  have  all  contributed  their  quota  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  buildings  and  landscaping  of  the  display. 

A  frequent  question  asked  is  "What  gave  Gieringer  the  inspiration 
(or  the  village?"  The  reply  which  is  received  with  frank  wonderment  and 
admiration  or  with  skepticism  depending  on  the  nature  of  the  interro- 
gator leads  to  the  story  of  the  man  who  day  after  day  despite  all  ob- 
stacles has  steadily  built  each  piece  which  is  now  incorporated  in 
Roadside  America. 

When  Laurence  was  four  years  old,  his  father  who  at  that  time  was 
employed  by  a  Reading  Dept.  Store,  was  picked  to  travel  to  Hartford, 
Conn.,  to  bring  back  the  first  horseless  delivery  vehicle.  Gieringer 
spent  22^^  days  for  the  journey.    Guile  a  few  times  he  was  required  to

Time  came  when  he  had  to  attend  school  and  in  those  very  early 
days  of  his  career,  as  well  as  when  he  entered  grammar  school  he  as- 
sidiously  collected  pictures  of  houses,  buildings,  lakes,  etc. 

At  about  nine  years  of  aqe  young  Laurence  together  with  his  brother 
Paul,  who  is  now  a  priest,  climbed  to  the  top  of  Mt.  Penn,  overlooking 
Reading.  There  the  boys  looked  down  on  the  town  lying  miniature 
like  at  their  feet. 

Laurence  said  to  his  brother,  "Say,  Paul,  wouldn't  it  be  swell  to  make 
little  houses  the  way  they  appear  from  here?"  "Swell,  Laurence,  lets 
do  it,  but  where  would  we  start?"  Try  to  visualize  from  this  point  200 
years  back  when  the  pioneers  settled  here  as  a  trading  post.  My  thought 
is  to  build  models  from  the  pioneer  days  to  the  present  showing  indi- 
vidual home  life  and  the  greatness  of  this  nation  and  its  rapid  progress, 
so  that  the  coming  generation  could  see  by  actual  miniature  reproduc- 
tion how  their  forefathers  strived  to  lay  the  foundation  for  this  great  nation.

:lear  picture  of  American  life  the  coming  generations  would 
ater  love  for  their  country  and  it  would  give  them  inspiration 
to  carry  on  the  true  tradition  of  America  passed  down  for  generations. 

Both  he  and  Paul  worked  For  six  years  making  models,  but  they  must 
have  been  very  critical  of  their  work  for  but  few  of  the  miniatures  suited 
them.  Those  which  were  unsatisfactory  were  either  given  away  or 
burned.  Several  of  the  better  ones  though  which  were  produced  by 
young  Laurence  when  he  was  14  years  of  age,  were  considered  so 
good  that  they  were  kept  and  now  form  a  part  of  Roadside  America. 

It  is  easy  to  credit  that  Laurence  was  very  serious  in  his  enterprise. 
Everywhere  he  went  he  made  sketches  of  buildings,  farms,  etc.  He 
knew  nothing  of  how  to  draw  a  scale,  yet  made  up  an  arbitrary  ^"  to 
the  foot  and  has  adhered  to  it  in  all  his  later  modeling. 

Several  of  the  buildings  in  the  present  exhibit  were  cut  out  during 
those  early  school  days.  He  was  punished  for  those  endeavors  at  paro- 
chial school  except  for  one  nun.  Sister  Mary  Concordia  of  the  order  of 
Christian  Charity,  who  was  an  artist  in  her  own  right  and  who  encouraged 
him.  Upon  moving  to  another  part  of  the  city  he  attended  public  school 
where  Miss  Elizabeth  Humma,  a  very  understanding  teacher,  saw  a  real 
future  in  Laurences'  non-academic  work  and  made  him  certain  conces- 
sions providing  he  promise  to  attain  a  fair  average  in  his  school  work. 

From  a  small  boy  he  was  quite  interested  in  printing  work,  doing  it 
besides  his  miniature  work  and  at  16  years  of  age  he  started  to  learn  the 
trade  of  journeyman  printer,  for  he  realized  no  matter  how  great  the 
creative  urge  might  be  it  was  also  necessary  to  earn  money  in  order  to 
live.  He  then  conceived  the  idea  of  a  new  form  of  advertising  by  the 
creation  of  models  representing  everything  in  life,  from  freight  trains  to 
mansions.  Being  adept  with  tools  he  next  became  a  carpenter  and  painter. 

He  also  had  another  very  dexterous  helper,  Dora  Seisler  who  lived 
only  a  few  doors  from  the  Gieringer  home.  They  played  together, 
went  to  school  together,  and  when  they  became  of  age  they  married. 

He  made  many  trips  to  New  York  City  in  those  catly  days  of  his 
career,  always  visiting  the  American  Museum  of  Natural  History  and 
The  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  and  studying  the  miniatures.

;  to  stain  glass.  Finally  after  innumerable  disappointments,  he 
achieved  three  primary  colors,  and  with  these  he  then  painted  strips  of 
glass.  In  order  to  test  which  would  stand  up  under  various  atmospheric 
conditions  he  covered  each  piece  half  way  with  heavy  brown  paper 
leaving  the  balance  exposed.  Those  which  stood  up  under  the  test 
were  picked.  Then  came  the  depression,  but  Laurence  let  nothing 
daunt  his  creative  genius.  He  increased  his  activity.  His  perseverance 
in  the  face  of  overwhelming  odds,  and  his  industry,  however  had  not 
escaped  the  notice  of  his  neighbors  and  friends.  Soon  every  conceiva- 
ble item  which  he  could  possibly  utilize  was  brought  to  his  home. 
Even  country  auctions  heard  of  him  and  one  friend  surprised  him  by 
sending  up  a  three  ton  truck  full  of  old  furniture  which  he  had  been  un- 
able to  sell  at  auction.  It  was  well  seasoned,  solid  wood  admirably 
suited  for  model  making  as  it  would  not  warp. 

Christmas  of  1935  came  along  and  Gieringer,  as  usual,  set  up  a  part 
of  his  miniature  for  his  children.  The  Reading  Eagle  Newspaper,  hearing 
of  the  splendor  of  the  exhibit,  featured  the  story.  Interest  grew  and 
the  Rainbow  Fire  Company  donated  the  use  of  their  building  for  the 
display,  all  earnings  going  to  local  charities.  As  a  result,  the  Gieringer 
miniatures  officially  became  a  public  exhibit.  Another  group  of  the 
miniatures  was  added  the  following  Christmas  and,  in  1938,  a  1500 
square  foot  exhibit  was  set  up  at  Carsonia  Park.  The  Gieringer  miniatures 
at  this  time  were  proclaimed  by  newspapers,  magazines,  and  newsreels, 
as  the  World's  Greatest  Miniature  Village  and  the  most  unique  and 
detailed  masterpiece  ever  evolved  by  the  ingenuity  of  man. 

Laurence  came  to  his  artistic  ability  honestly.  Through  his  mother's 
side,  he  is  a  direct  descendent  of  the  eminent  German  composer, 
Richard  Wagner  and,  on  his  paternal  side,  from  a  family  of  Bavarian 
wood-carvers.  Today,  his  entire  family,  wife,  son  and  daughter,  with 
this  traditional  hereditary  background,  are  operating  and  continually 
improving  Roadside  America. 

The  present  exhibit  was  opened  in  June  1941  and  is  many  times 
larger,  more  beautiful  than  any  former  display  shown  at  Reading,  is 
located  directly  on  US  Route  22,  fifty-four  miles  east  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.

Greetings  and  Welcome  to  Roadside  America 
from  the  Gieringer  Family — The  daughter.  Alberta 
H.;  the  son,  Paul  W.;  the  wife,  Dora  C,  and  the 
builder  himself,  Laurence  T. — It  is  the  portrayal  of 
the  story  of  American  life  from  the  early  pioneer  days 
to  the  present  in  Miniature. 


First  to  enter  into  our  view  is  the — 

(1)  Modern  Zoo,  this  idea  of  displaying  animals  adds  to  their  life  and 
beauty  in  their  natural  slate.    Notice  the  Fountain  in  the  Bird  Pool. 

(2)  On  the  distant  hill  we  see  the  Lookout  Tower.  The  first  one  built 
by  Union  Forces  in  1 862  on  Tennessee  Mountains.  Today  they  serve 
many  purposes. 

(3)  Next  to  the  Tower  is  the  Paul  Revere  Tavern  which  was  the  largest 
log  building.  It  stood  near  Boston  and  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1849, 
harken  to  the  concert  in  the  Tavern. 

(4)  Here  on  the  edge  of  town  is  the  Railroad  Station  which  was  modern 
in  1890. 

(5)  In  the  foreground  the  Village  Park,  notice  the  Comfort  Station  and 
the  Green  House.  The  Trolley  Car  has  a  regular  schedule  from  station 
to  village. 

(6)  By  this  time  we  are  entering  the  Village  of  Fairfield  with  its  42 
buildings,  illustrating  the  passing  parade  of  architecture  from  1760  to 
today  in  homes,  stores,  and  public  buildings. 

(7)  Directly  across  the  street  is  the  House  of  Stone  and  Brick  which 
was  modern  in  1900,  the  porch  railings  were  cut  about  1905  by  Lau- 
rence, in  school.  Along  the  curb  is  the  Butcher  Wagon  with  some  dogs 
doing  some  begging. 

(8)  Passing  slowly  along,  we  see  a  variety  of  homes,  including  French 
Colonial,  Dutch  Colonial,  Cape  Cod,  Southern  Colonial  and  Swiss 
architecture. 

(9)  As  we  come  to  the  corner  we  see  directly  in  front  of  us  the  Soldier's 
Monument.    The  original  is  located  at  Gettysburg,  Penna. 

(10)  Up  this  same  street  we  see  the  Old  State  House,  which  was  typical 
of  the  type  of  public  building  about  1765. 

(11)  At  this  point  our  eyes  fall  upon  the  Beautiful  Cathedral  with  its  44 
hand  painted  windows  and  requiring  some  400  hours  to  make.  Let  us 
stop  for  a  brief  visit  and  listen  to  the  Sacred  Music. 

(12)  To  the  rear  of  the  Cathedral  is  the  old  Pennsylvania  Red  Brick 
School  with  a  Ball  Game  going  on  in  the  adjacent  field. 


(1 3)  Here  we  have  the  Business  District  of  a  prosperous  Community, 
showing  the  rapid  progress  from  the  old  swinging  door  saloon  days  to 
the  present. 

(1 4)  Here  on  the  back  Street  we  have  the  Hosiery  Mill,  Foundry, 
and  the  Freight  Station. 

(1 5)  As  we  leave  the  Village  of  Fairfield  we  see  the  modern  Airport 
in  the  distance. 

(16)  Here  we  have  the  type  of  bridge  of  brick  and  steel  common  in 
our  Eastern  states  about  1860. 

(1 7)  Type  of  Cabin  built  by  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  in  our 
national  parks  for  tourists. 

(1 8)  This  is  the  type  of  Cabin  built  throughout  our  national  parks  today. 

(19)  In  the  distance  along  the  Lake  Shore  we  have  an  old  antiquated 
Boat  House  and  Dance  Pavilion.  The  original,  located  at  Lake  George, 
New  York  was  recently  renovated. 

(20)  There  on  the  distant  Lake  Shore  are  the  Tourist  Cabins. 

(21)  In  the  foreground  is  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge.  One 
of  our  greatest  bridges  today. 

(22)  In  the  foreground  is  the  old  Toll  Gate,  which  in  days  gone  by 
were  the  tariff  collectors  of  our  public  roads.   Note  the  "Chick  Sale." 

(23)  On  the  hill  above  is  a  typical  church  found  throughout  New 
England. 

(24)  A  Grist  Mill  oF  pioneer  days.   Note  the  Water  Wheel. 

(25)  Old  American  Farm  of  100  years  ago. 

(26)  Activity  at  the  Country  Club  with  its  beautiful  hand  painted  win- 
dows and  the  Fox  Chase  (in  rear)  about  ready  to  start. 

(27)  Here  we  come  to  the  Shrine  Church  with  its  beautiful  stained 
glass  windows  and  the  Sacred  Music  coming  from  within.  This  is  a  re- 
plica of  a  Memorial  Chapel  in  the  Alps  Mountains.  Many  of  our 
American  churches  are  copied  from  it. 

(28)  At  this  point  of  vantage  we  see  a  modern  Home  being  built  and 
in  the  distance  the  Railroad  Yards. 

(29)  Down  in  the  Valley  is  an  old  American  Homestead  of  about  100 
years  ago,  which  illustrates  the  fact  that  in  those  days  people  built  for 
use  and  not  for  beautv.  Note  designs  painted  on  barn.  These  barn  signs 
are  simply  a  part  of  the  Pennsylvania  German  Folk  Art  called  Star 
Flower  or  Lily  Star — Some  historians  call  them  hexafuss  and  claim  they 
are  spiritual  protection  to  the  farmers  family,  his  crops  and  cattle,  etc. 

(30)  Typical  Back  Water  Resort  of  our  Eastern  States. 

(31 )  Please  remain  on  this  platform  for  the  beautiful  patriotic  spectacle 
— a  tribute  to  the  colors.  As  the  soul  stirring  strains  come  forth  from 
the  celestial  bodies  and  the  lights  in  the  valley  go  on  as  dusk  creeps 
over  Roadside  America,  let  us  bow  our  heads  in  silent  prayer  for 
those  of  our  military  personnel  who  gave  their  all  that  we  may  have  a 
safe  and  peaceful  America.  With  pride,  you  will  view  the  Star  Spangled 
Banner,  waving  over  the  land  of  the  free  over  Roadside  America. 

(32)  We  now  enter  Sleepy  Hollow,  a  town  typical  of  100  years  ago. 

(33)  In  the  foreground  we  have  the  old  Trolley  Car  Line,  watch  for  it. 

(34)  Here  we  have  one  of  the  first  dentists  of  75  years  ago,  who  was 
also  a  veterinarian  or  horse  doctor,  but  in  the  last  50  years  became  doc- 
tors of  dental  surgery. 

(35)  Let  us  stop  for  a  brief  visit  here  at  the  Stars  and  Stripes  Saloon  for 
a  bit  of  entertainment. 

(36)  While  we  are  in  the  neighborhood,  lets  stop  in  to  see  Ben  Franklin, 
the  Village  Printer  and  Letterwriter. 


(37)  On  the  back  street  corner  we  see  the  Village  Blacksmith,  and 
across  the  street  from  him  is  the — 

(38)  General  Store  with  fresh  meats  on  Saturday  only. 

(39)  Here  we  have  the  practical  harness  maker  of  the  village,  Charles 
A.  Gieringer,  the  father  of  the  builder  of  this  village.  He  too  was  a 
model  builder  but  in  a  much  smaller  way, 

(40)  In  the  rear  of  Peter  Millers  Home  Bake  Shop  where  from  1800 
to  1910  people  would  take  their  dough  to  be  worked  and  baked  for 
a  cent  a  loaf. 

(41)  Mammy  Flumm  the  wash  woman  of  the  village. 

(42)  Well,  here's  Joe's  Barber  Shop.  It  is  a  known  fact  that  barber 
shops  in  those  days  were  even  more  sanitary  than  today,  for  in  those 
days  every  man  had  his  shaving  cup  shelved  there.  Barbers  specializedi 
in  the  making  of  medicines,  this  was  the  start  of  the  medical  doctor. 

(43)  Just  as  we  are  about  to  leave  town  we  pass  the  Yellow  House 
Hotel  which  is  typical  of  those  days.  Hotels  were  named  after  colors 
or  historical  places.  Children  enjoying  street  organ.  In  rear  of  hotel. 
Town  Hall  under  construction  75  years  ago. 

(44)  Tom  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Maker.  Boots  in  those  days  were  a  neces- 
sity, shoes  a  luxury. 

(45)  First  original  Henry  Ford  Shop  at  Detroit,  Mich,  where  he  built 
his  first  horseless  buggy,  and  next  door  is  the  home  of — 

(46)  Aunt  Matilda,  the  town  mid-wife  who  was  looked  up  to  in  the 
village  because  there  were  no  doctors. 

(47)  In  the  distance  we  see  the  Limestone  Quarry  and  Lime  Kilns. 

(48)  Here  is  the  old  Covered  Bridge. 

(49)  This  is  the  second  period  of  the  Grist  Mill  or  the  Flour  Mill. 

(50)  In  the  distance  is  the  5  span  Highway  Bridge  of  35  years  ago. 
Watch  the  old  Trolley  soon  pass. 

(51)  Here  too,  we  have  the  Trestle  Bridge,  typical  of  the  early  days 
of  railroading. 

(52)  In  the  valley  along  the  hill  we  see  the  Modern  Power  Plant. 

(53)  Let  us  stop  at  the  old  Country  Barn  Dance  and  see  the  boys  and 
girls  tipping  the  light  fantastic. 

(54)  Here  we  come  to  the  old  Farm  House  which  dates  back  to  the 
cabin  days  and  has  been  improved  several  times.  The  center  part  was 
a  log  cabin  over  200  years  ago.  50  years  later  they  added  another  log 
cabin  to  the  right,  and  60  years  later  they  built  the  stone  building  to 
the  left  and  covered  the  logs  with  lap  boards. 

(55)  Here  also  is  the  Saw  Mill  of  the  early  days,  this  is  one  of  the  few 
up  and  down  saws  which  could  rip  heavier  logs. 

(56)  On  the  hillside  we  see  the  beautiful  White  Stucco  House.  The 
style  was  originated  by  the  Pueblo  Indians  of  our  Southwest — but 
mistakingly  classed  by  many  as  Spanish  architecture.  This  home  is  true 
American. 

(57)  We  now  enter  the  Pioneer  Village  of  300  years  ago.  It  was  in 
this  type  of  building  our  forefathers  went  through  hardship  and  disaster. 
Note  some  of  the  cabins  deteriorating,  because  the  next  generation 
desired  a  better  life. 

(58)  Here  set  on  the  hillside  is  the  second  period  of  American  con- 
struction with  the  steps  leading  down  to  the  stream  for  they  had  no 
water  in  the  house,  and  a  pump  was  a  luxury.  To  the  left  is  a  Lime  Kiln 
which  was  used  to  burn  limestone  for  sweetening  the  virgin  soil  and 
for  building  purposes.  In  the  rear  we  see  the  Bee  Hives  which  gave 
them  the  only  means  of  sweetening  and  the  making  of  medicines. 

(59)  Harken  to  (he  strains  of  the  beautiful  old  American  melodies  as  a 
typical  old  American  Negro  family  entertains  us.

Today's  developments  recalled 
that  Clarence  Chamberlain,  then 
county  .
